Add Sugar and Salt. 


In addition to the liquor, a mixture 


of sugar and salt adds greatly to the 
flavor of such products as tomatoes, 
peas, Lima beans and corn. The mix- 
ture recommended by the government 
specialists in canning is composed, of 
one-third salt and two-thirds sugar. 
TWO level teaspoonfuls of this are 
placed in a No. 3 can and one teaspoon- 
ful in a No. 2 can. For beans, okra, 
cauliflower, etc., a brine containing 2% 
ounces of salt to a gallon of water Is 
used. For asparagus a heavier brine, 
four ounces to a gallon of water, Is 
needed. 
In order to conserve the supply of 


tin cans, It is strongly urged that all 
products intended for home use should 
he put up, whenever possible, In glass. 
The hermetic typo of jar, however, is 
not a suitable one for intermittent 
processing, for which the best type is a 
glass-top jar with wire clamps. Tho 
clamps should be raised at the begin- 
ning of each processing to allow for 
expansion.

Blanch vegetables and all fruits ex- 


cept berries by leaving them from 
throe to five minutes In clean boiling 
water, or by steaming them for a sim- 
ilar period In a colander over a vessel 
of boiling water or in a steam cooker.

the boiling water or steam and plunge 
them quickly Into cold water, the cold 
or the bettor.

As there may be some difficulty lu 


securing cans and jars, dry or keep In 
other ways everything that need not be 
canned. 


The labeling should be done with a 


rather dry paste, which Is put only 
on the end of the label, so thai It does 
not touch the tin. Paste may cause 
rust, and in damp climates It Is some- 
times customary to lacquer the outside 
of the can before It Is labeled. The 
label, If the product Is Intended for 
sale, must contain the net weight In 
pounds and ounces and the packer's 
name and address. 


In packing frulls and vegetables, It 


Is necessary to surround them with 
brine, sirup or water, but under the 


rms of the federal law governing the 
itcrstato shipment of canned good1*, 
o more of this liquor Is allowed than 


actually necessary to rover the con- 


cnts after as full n pack as possible Is 
iade. With tomatoes no water \vhat- 


ulce should bo added in excess of tho 
mount lu the tomatoes canned. 


Add Sugar and Salt. 


In addition to the liquor, a mixture 


of sugar and salt adds greatly to tbc 
lavor of such products as tomatoes, 
icas, Lima beans and corn. The mix- 
lire recommended by the government 
specialists In cunning Is composed of 
one-third salt and two-thirds sugar. 
Jwo level teaspoonfuls of this are 
placed In n No. 3 can and one teaspoon- 
"ul In a No. 2 can. For beans, okra, 
cauliflower, etc., a brlue containing 2% 
ounces of salt to a gallon of water Is 
used. For asparagus a heavier brine, 
four ounces to n gallon of water, Is 
needed. 


In ordnr to conserve the supply of 


tin cans, It Is strongly urged that all 
products Intended for home use should 
he put up, whenever possible, in glass. 
The hermetic type of jar, however, Is 
not a suitable one for Intermittent 
processing, for which the best type Is a 
glass-top Jar with wire clamps. 
Tho 


clamps should be raised ut the begin- 
ning of each processing to allow for 
expansion.

FOR JELLIES 


May Be Sterilized and Bottled With- 


out Sugar and Made Into Jelly 


at Any Time. 


(From tho United Sinter Department of 
Agriculture.) 


Fruit juices for use later In jolly 


making can be sterlll'/cd and bottled 
without sugar and made into jellies at 
the housewife's convenience. This en- 
ables her to do with fewer Jelly glasses 
and to distribute her purchases of su- 
gar for jelly making through the year. 
Moreover, with the bottled juice she 
can make a greater variety of Jellies, 
(is Juices which will not jell can be put 
up when the fruit Is ripe and combined 
later with fruits that will jell, or fruits 
ripening at different seasons can be 
combined. For example, the juice ol 
strawberries, cherries, or pineapple 
can be kept without sugar and later 
when apples are plentiful can be made 
Into combination Jelly. 


To put up unsugared fruit Juices foi 


Jelly making proceed exactly as If Jollj 
were to be made nt the time. Cooli 
ibe fruits until they are soft and 
strain out the juice through a flannel 
bag. Heat and pour while hot Intc 
bottles previously scalded. 
Fill the 


bottles full, leaving no air space be- 
tween juice and cork or seal. Pine* 
the filled scaled bottles on their side' 
in water near the boiling point, and 
keep them In the bath for about thlr 
ty minutes. Make sure that the corkec 
or sealed end Is under the bot water 
As soon ns the bottles are cool covei 
the cork with a paraflln seal. Thor- 
ough sterilization and sealing are ab

The curd Is formed by the souring 


of tho milk, and the process Is bns- 
tened If the milk Is kept warm, the 
best temperature being about blood 
heat, OC degrees Fahrenheit. A tem- 
perature much above this should be 
avoided, ns the curd Is likely to be- 
come hard and tough If much, heated. 


If, for any reason, the curd Is over- 


heated, It should be put through u 


Ing hot. When It begins to smoko 
drop In a bit of bread. If It browns 
while you count forty, the fat is right 
lor croquettes, flsbballs, oysters; if it 
browns while ,you count sixty, it is 
right for doughnuts or potatoes. AH 
articles to be fried should be slightly 
warmed and thoroughly dry. If moist 
or too cold the fat Is chilled and soaks 
Into them—this accounts for tlie 
greasy, soggy, Indigestible condition 
of much fried food. There is danger 
also as the fat reheats, that the wa- 
ter from the moist food will make it

Great Waste of Bread. 


One of the articles ol food with 


which the waste Is greatest Is bread. 
In almost every household quantities 
of this ore 1'left over" every day. Fre- 
quently they are put Into the garbage 
pall; more rarely they are made Into 


boll over and sputter the stove or your 
clotlilng. 


Be very careful not to let n drop of 


water fall Into a kettle of gleaming 
hot fat. 
The best way Is to have a 


frying basket In which all the articles 
can bo cooked at one time. Plunge 
tho basket into the hot fat and raise 
It quickly If the fat begins to boll 
over. DHslibnlls and croquettes should 
brown perfectly In one minute. Fritters 
require a longer cooking. Keep a tin 
plate in your left hand and hold it 
under the basket or ladle as you re- 
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bread pudding or a few are used in 
scalloped dishes or In similar ways. 
It is not generally known, however, 
that dried bread can be ground in a 
coffee mill or food chopper and used 
in place of part or all of the flour 
called lor In gingerbread and cookies, 
pancakes, nnd biscuits, or in thicken- 
ing soups, sauces, etc.

have made a study of the food condi- 
tions, and the requirements 
of the 


country, that It Is beginning to arouse 
the entire, nation. ' The economist 
whoso duty It Is to study the output 
and compare It with the consumption, 
nees a rapidly creeping up of one on 
the other, and, when the appetite of 
consumption gets a headway on the 
output, where will the nation be? It 
Is time the people were aroused, for 
there Is danger ahead unless the In- 
telligence of the people Is awakened to 
the facts. The crop of 1017 will be 
less than an average one, and see the 
work It has to perform. It has to 
feed the'man producing it, and he Is 
of less efficiency today than a year 
ago. Ills strength has been reduced 
by the drawing away of the thousands 
from the farms, who are now In the 
ranks of the consumer Instead of In that 
of the producer. There Is an Inverse 
ratio here that can only be under- 
stood when confronted with the ap- 
palling figures presented by those In 
charge of the conservation work. The 
army lias to be fed, dependents cared 
for, the navy has to have provisions, 
and we cannot sit idly by and see the 
women and children of the countrlea 
across the sea starve. There Is such 
a great call tor active participation In 
the matter of providing food, 
that 


those who are left at home in charge 
tof this work have a responsibility 
placed upon them fully as great as has 
the man at the front who has gone out 
to protect the homes, the sanctity and 
the honor of those who are left behind. 
The producer should think only oi 
this; there should be economy, not 
only of labor. Every acre of avail- 
able land should be producing. Ad- 
vantage should be taken of every day- 
light hour. It must not be a case of 
how much can we make. It must be 
a case of "light" with those who have 
gone ovcrsous, but in our way, fight to 
win the war. Where that spirit per- 
vades will be found the spirit of the 
patriotic American. There is no diffi- 
culty In securing land In any of the 
states. It may be rented on easy terms 
or purchased at low prices, and there 
should be little difficulty arranging 
with bankers to get the 
necessary 


funds to curry on operations. Should 
you not be able to get what you want 
in your own state, Western Canada 
offers an loimcnse wide field for oper- 
ations at the lowest possible cost, and 
Americans are welcomed with open 
arms.

armies had fou^t over It and had loft 30,000 wouicled to die uncaro.d for., 
amid agonies-that cannot'be told. Neither sur-

field, until death relieved those who • could not 
crawl away.

But Dunant saw—and heard—the horrors there, 


nnd he told so much of it that he was.able to .get 
tho leading nations to send delegates to the Ge- 
neva convention, and so started the. movement 
which lias now developed Into the Bed Cross. A 
fine account of this achievement was In the Red 
Cross Magazine of May, 1917. 
• Though now acclaimed a leader In humani- 
tarian work, the United States was then.so little 
Interested In the Red Cross that the treaty was 
not signed until 1882. But In-1903 the government 
awoke, at least In part, to the opportunity, and 
chartered tho American.Red Cross as.it Is today. 
The president of tho United States Is the active 
head of tho Red Cross, and presides at its meet- 
ings. But so little influence has politics In this 
work of mercy that former President Taft Is 
chairman of the centrnl committee, by appoint- 
ment of President Wilson. And the present writer 
wishes to say that, though he has been connected, 
more or loss, closely with headquarters of the 
central division for two and a half years, he 
actually docs not know the politics of another 
officer'of cither national or local organization.

ables for blanching. Remove all spots 
rom apples.

Prepare beans and greens as for 
ooking. Be especially careful to re- 


move all foreign plants from 
the 


Teens. 
Blancii vegetables and all fruits ex- 
ept berries by leaving them from 
hree to five miniates in dean boiling 
water, or by steaming them for a sim- 
Jar period in a colander over a vessel 


boiling water or in a steam cooker. 
Eemove the blanched products from 


he boiling water or steam and plunge 
them quickly into cold water, the cold- 
er the better. Take them out imme- 
diately and let them drain. Don't let 
them soak in the cold water. 
From this point on, speed is highly 


important. 
The blanched vegetables 


and fruits, which are slightly warm, 
must not be allowed to remain out of 
the containers a moment longer than 
is necessary. 
Remove skins when required, and as 


each article is pared cut it up into 
proper size and pack directly into the 
clean, scalded cans or jars. 
Pack as solid as possible, being care- 


ful not to bruise or mash soft prod 


UCIn the case of fruit, fill the contain 
ers at once with boiling hot sirup. 


In the case of vegetables, fill the 


containers with boiling hot water to 
which a little salt has been added. 


Place scalded rubber rings on the 


glass jars and screw down the tops. 


Seal tin cans completely.

Is Wholesome and Nutritious When 


Frying Is Properly Done, But Few 


Cooks KnoW the Art. 


There are certain kinds of food that 


are delicious when fried In hot fat, and 
when frying Is properly done, such 
foods are wholesome and nutritious 
and not harmful to stomach or com- 
plexion. Fried edibles have fallen Into 
disrepute because so few cooks know 


how to fry correctly. Soggy, greasy, 
indigestible results follow the average 
experiment with hot fat, and In many 
families foods are served only baked, 
boiled or saute. 
Prying, when properly 1 done, Is im- 


mersion in smoking hot fat, says a 
cooking expert. The fat must be deep 
enough to cover entirely the articles 
to be cooked, and the same fat may 
be used over and over; each time 
strained before it is set away to cool. 
It is not necessary to bring fat to the 
boiling point; It must merely b« smok- 


ing hot. 
When it begins to smoke 


drop in a "bit of bread. If it browna 
while you count forty, the fat is right 
for croquettes, fishballs, oysters; if it 
browns while ,you count sixty, it is 
ri"ht for doughnuts or potatoes. All 
articles to be fried should be slightly 
'warmed and thoroughly dry. If moist 
or too cold the fat is chilled and soaks 
into them—this accounts for 
the 


greasy, soggy, indigestible condition 
of much fried food. There .is danger 
also as the fat. reheats, that the wa- 
ter from the moist food will make it 


boil over and spatter the stove or your 
clotliing. 


Be very careful not to let a drop of 


water fall into a kettle of steaming 
hot fat. The best way is to have a 
frying basket in which all the articles 
can be cooked at one time. Plunge 
the basket into the hot fat and "raise 
it quickly if the fat begins to boll 
over.. Pishballs and croquettes should 
brown perfectly in one minute. Fritters 
require a longer cooking. Keep a tm 
plate in your left hand and hold it 
trader "the basket or ladle as you re- 


move articles from the fat, and place 
the articles immediately on soft, un- 
glazed paper until • ready to serve. 
Never pile fried croquettes, oysters or 
doughnuts one on the other.

them separate, so that they may re- 
main crisp all over.

This will Insure cot- 
tage cheese of excellent texture.

work of mercy that former President Tat't Is 
chairman of the central committee, by appoint- . 
mont of President Wilson. And the present writer 
wlshos to say that, though ho hns been connected 
more or Inns, closely with headquarters of tho 
central division for two and a half years, he 
actually (loos not know tho politics of another 
ofllcer of either national or local organization. 
Like snakes In Ireland, politics In the Hed Cross 
Is not. 


The government of the American Hed Cross Is 


vested In a central committee of eighteen mem- 
bers, six appointed by the president of the United 
States, Ilic others elected by representatives of 
the im'iubors.

Since n central com- 
mltlHc of eighteen Is too tin wieldly to transact 
routine business with dispatch, power Is further 
'concentrated In an executive committee of seven -' 
members, of whom live constitute a quorum. Tho 
chairman of the e.voctitlvo committee must, by 
law, 
!>i« tho chairman of the central committee. 


How closely the Red Cross Is Identified with lite 


government Is shown by tracing, briefly, the. posi- 
tions held by Its ofllcers. 
As has been said, tb« 


president of the United States Is president, and 
ho appoints the chairman of the central committee 
and six of Its members. Tho chairman of the neu- 
tral committee is also chairman of the executive 
committee of seven. 
Thoj treasurer of tho Hed 


Cross Is .Tohii Skcllon Williams, comptroller of the 
currency of the United States, and the counselor 
of tbo Hed Cross Is John W. Davis, United States 
solicitor general. 


Under former President Toft on the contra! 


committee arc such men as Brig. Gon. Charles 
Bird of the United States Army; Hear Admiral 
William C. Brulsted, surgeon general of tho United 
States navy; Mn.l. Gen. William C. Gorgus. sur- 
geon general of tho United States army; Robort 
Lansing, United States secretary of state; Frank- 
lin K. Lane, secretary of tho Interior, and Judge 
W. W. Morrow. 


The work of the national organization is carried 


on under three groat departments: One for mili- 
tary relief; one for civilian relief, and one for 
chapters. The composition of each will be briefly 
outlined. 


The department of military relief is under Col. 


Jefferson Hnndolph Kean, United States army 
medical corps, a grandson of Thomas Jefferson. 
Under him are the medical bureau, In charge of 
the medical personnel of base hospitals, the first- 
aid Instruction; tho nursing bureau, In charge of 
nurses and nurses' aids for base hospitals, and 
women's classes In training; the service units to 
care for soldiers and sailors—ambulance coin-

The department of civilian relief. Is under Ernest 


P BIckHdl, director general, with a long record 
of personal service In disaster relief.. His depart- 
ment controls all relief work at domestic and for- 
eign disasters of lire, flood and pestilence; the 
relief of noncombatonts in war, both here and 
abroad; the care of the families of soldiers and 
sailors; the town and country nursing service; 
and the sale of Christmas seals for tho'Stumping 
out of tuberculosis. • 


The department of chapters Is under K. H. 


Wells director of chapters. It deals, through the 
directors of the nine territorial divisions, with tho 
organization of new chapters, and the membership 
campaigns In those already formed. 


Tho Hod Cross Magazine, at first little more 


than a monthly bulletin which told, briefly, tho 
doings of tho organization, has now grown Into 
a sploivlia publication (valued recently at ROOO,- 
000), which tcllB by clear pictures and vivid 
stories tbo history of the Hed Cross for ouch 
month oil over tho world. 


Each member of the Hed Cross above the one- 


dollar class gets the Hed Cross Magazine free, 
part of tho dues going to the publication. Tho cir- 
culation, which was only 20,000 three yearsi ago ta 
now about 200,000, and growing by leaps of 150,000 
at a time. It hns been predicted by men In the 
position to know best that within a few years It 
will be making S250.000 n year clour profit for the 
Red Cross. Instead of costing $10,000 a month, as 
it did until u short time ago. 
„, ,, . 


Under tho national organization nt Washington, 


tho territory of tho United States la divided Into 
mven great divisions, each under tho supervision 
of n division director, responsible to Washington, 
nnd standing between the notional officers and tho 
tho stato and local organizations. 


The unit of the Red Cross system is the chapter. 


This always covers some definite territory, usually 


n large city or a county- 
tics. 


The clmpl.fr Is Roverned, on a smaller iiculo, 


vory much as the Hod Cross us u whole Is gov- 
erned. 
It has Its chairman und othor officers, Its 


board of directors and Its executive committee, In 
whose bands the active work Is carried on, 
In 


largo chapters un executive secretary usually does 
most of tho active work of the executive commit- 
too. 


Eacb chapter Is divided into n section-for mill-,, 


tury relief and u section for civilian rellof, much 
us the nutlonul organisation Is divided. And onch 
section bos Its committees to curry out the various 
activities. 


The section for military relief has Its commit- 


tees on:' Rod Cross; Instruction; hospital sup- 
plies; warehousing nnd shipping; supplies for 
lighting men, und special committees for snob 
work us organizing hospital companies, sanitary 
detachments, surgical sections and supply depots. 


The section for civilian relief bus Its commit- 


tees on: Cure of families of soldiers and sailors; 
rellof for mmooinbutnnts; cure of discharged nol- 
dlors und sailors; training In volunteer civilian 
relief, and special committees as needed on local 
disaster, cure of refugees nnd other kindred sub- 
jects. 


How (he Hod Cross operates Is perhaps best 


told,by oiling some of the concrete examples of Its 
work. To begin with, two of Die most recent In- 
stances of civilian disaster relief, take the .torna- 
does which dovastod Newcastle and New Albany, 
liul., iit Intervals of about two weeks. 


When Newcastle was laid in ruins with rho loss 


'of o score of lives, nud several hundred persons 
made homeless und thrown out of work, the pres- 
ent writer, learning the situation through tele- 
graph ,uud long distance telephone messages to 
Iho pross, notified Division Director .lohn .1. O'Con- 
nor of Chicago. Within ton minutes Mr. O'Connor 
was calling for Rod Cross nurses, surgeons, 
trained Investigators, und arranging with Wash- 
ington for whatever funds might he needed to 
start tho work of rescuing the survivors, feeding 
and housing them, getting them hack to work, and 
collecting, Identifying und burying tho dead. 
All 


night long, from his room In Chicago, he was put- 
ting this, that und the other agency to work nt the 
end of a wire, and the dawn of the next day saw 
order coining out of chaos. 


Then, and,not before, Mr, O'Connor took train 


for tho scone, and whon bo arrived, found bis or- 
ders being carried out. He took personal charge, 
aided by tho chairman and committees of tho In- 
dianapolis and other nearby chapters, und th» 
work of rehabilitation wont swiftly forward. 


While tho director wns still at Newcastle bo 


received a message that un even worse disaster 
hud befallen New Albany. Again simdlng orders 
by wire for surgeons, nurses, Investigators and 
supplies, he took train for tho scone of tho latest 
calamity, and again he nrrlvod to (ind tho'system 
already at work. Tho living woro cured for und 
work found for them, the dead burled, und all 
with the least possible delay and disorganization 
of the dully life of the community. 


The Juno number of the Rod Cross Magazine 


contains a succinct, account of the .splendid rellof 
work accomplished. 


Tbo 'work of organizing base hospitals Illus- 


trates tho forehanded methods of tho Red Cross. 


With a clarity of vision for which tbo country 


now blesses him, Colonel Konn culled last autumn 
for tho Hod Cross to organize for tbo army and 
navy with tho least possible, dolny 30 huso hospital 
milts. He did not want hospital buildings—what 
ho wanted was 80 units 'of surgeons, dentists, 
apothecaries, orderlies, nurses nnd assistants, with 
all the cots, mattresses,bedding, laboratory appa- 
ratus, 
bandages, , splints, surgical 
shirts, 
bod 


gowns, and the thousands of things tbat must be 
hod before n single' wounded man can be properly 
cared for. Each of these 30 base hospital units 
was to be enrolled nnd trained, all their perma- 
nent, equipment bought, and all their consumable 
supplies bought or made, boxed, labeled nnd 
stored, so that the whole could be shipped by train 
or steamer on notice of a day or two. 


Instantly, all over the country, the division di- 


rectors pnssod the,word to their chapters, and the 
various committees took up.the work of forming 
base hospital unljts. 
Under the supervision ot 


Washington Itself i tho surgeons and nurses were 
chosen and enrolled. 
Purchasing agents bought 


at the lowest possible price the equipment, Un- 
dor each chapter engaged In the work a commit- 
tee on hospital supplies got standard patterns and 
specifications from tho war department, and set 
hundreds nnd thousands (if women to'sewing on 
the bandages, wound dressings and hospital gar- 
ments. 


All that was;long before the United States 


typhus wns slumped our. iind thousands upon 
thousands saved,. 


There was un eurthn.uuko at Messina, Italy. 


The American Ked Cross was there with surgeons 


I nurses, food und clothing—yes, oven with 


portable frame, houses "made In America" to 
house the victims until they could rebuild tholr 
homos. 


There was a groat famine In China. -There, too, 


was iho American Rod Ooss, not only helping 
feed tbo starving, but with a commission of some 
of Die most famous engineers of tbo war depart- 
ment, to whom China Intrusted tbo task of spend- 
ing $50,000,000 on a system of works to prevent 
Iho overllow of the groat river which yearly de- 
stroyed crops nnd caused famine. 


That Is how the Ked Cross works. 
Why the work Is done by tbo Red Cross Is 


easiest of all to explain, though perhaps least un- 
derstood by the public. It Is because tho work of 
preparing beforehand to meet unforeseen emer- 
gencies, and ot alleviating human suffering, has 
never boon undertaken by any other agency. 
In 


DIP. words ot the old saw, "everybody's business Is 
nobody's business." 


I t seems almost Incredible, but after nil tbo cen- 


turies of war nnd agony, no nation In history ovor 
went to war with an organization capable of cnr- 
Ing for the men wounded on tho battlefield, to say 
nothing of Ihe victims of ruplne, dlsoase, famine 
nnd pestllonoe that stulkod across tbo land after 
tbo armies. 


Nuvcr, u n t i l tills present year of graco, bus 


tbero over boon u hasp, hospital organized, In (lino 
of peace, to cure for tho wounded after a battle. 
Tliere Is a small medlciil corps with tho army, yes; 
lint It can merely pass tbo wounded brick to (Told 
and evacuation hospitals, giving only a temporary 
drosslm:— often not oven that. There are always 
borne hospitals, too. Hut tho gap between them, 
now filled by bnso hospital organizations, has 
never heretofore been filled until thousands lay 
on tin; field dying of thirst nnd fever und loss of 
blond for luck of thai vory tiling. 


After tho bnttlo of the Murno, In Die present 


war, tho Rod Cross facilities wore so limited that 
mini lay In tho scorching sun on the battlefield for 
two, 
three, four, and oven five, days with not 


oven a drop of water, nor a bandage on their 
wounds. It cost thousands of arms nnd logs that 
could have boon saved, cost many a life needlessly 
spent, und tbo aagulsh ondurod can never bo 
voiced, 


f\u>t IB why tho Hod Cross is lioro. It may bo 


Kuld that tbo governments of tho various coun- 
tries should have met this need. True—but they 
novor did. 
All governments aro more or loss 


bound dliwn by precedent, constitutional and leg- 
islative limitations, politics and short-sightedness. 
And it bus now boon found that tho Rod Cross, 
protected nnd encouraged by tho government, can 
do quickly and well many things which tho gov- 
ernment could not do for Itself. 


Speaking locally nnd selfishly, thorn are strong 


personal reasons why every American should help 
the Rod Cross. In this war, It may bo you or mo, 
your brother or mine, whoso llfo Is saved by Die 
bandages (ho Red Cross Is making. 
Hero at 


homo, It may bo your bouse or mine blown up or 
storm-wrecked or Hood-swept; your 
family or 


mine loft, destitute by any ono of n score of disas- 
ters. And In tlmt case wo ourselves would benefit 
by the ministrations of tho Rod Cross, 


From tho standpoint of the business man, n 


strong nnd uctlvc Rod Cross Is an insurance 
policy. 
When disaster comes, it Is always tho 


bnsln'ess man who Is called from bis ollloo or store 
to take, up tbo unfamiliar tusk of .raising funds, 
Investigating cases of destitution, overseeing tho 
purchase of supplies and tholr distribution, und 
potting the survivors back to >Vhore they can earn 
tholr living again. But with a trained Rod Cross 
the disturbance of normal llfo Is nt a minimum. 
Almost before n citizen's committee could be 
culled together, capable and experienced men, di- 
rected by the head of a division, himself under 
orders from Washington, lays a firm and steady 
bund on affairs, and relief Is given surely, swiftly, 
Instly,' nnd the business man does not have to 
spend valuable days and weeks nt work for which 
he has no training.

Interested In the Red Cross that the treaty was 
not signed until 1882. But In 1905 the government 
awoke, at least in part, to the opportunity, and 
chartered the American Red Cross as it Is today. 
The president of tho United States is the active 
head of the Red Cross, and presides at its meet- 
ings 
But so little influence has politics in this 


work of mercy that former President Taft is 
chairman of the central committee, by appoint- 
ment of President Wilson. And the present writer 
wishes to say that, though he has been connected 
more or less, closely with headquarters of the 
central division for two and a half years he 
(ictuallv does not know the politics of another 
officer'of either national or local organization.

We shall, of course, try 
ito determine them Justly and to the 
ibest advantage of the nation as a 
.whole; but justice Is easier to speak 
of than to arrive at, and there are 
'some considerations which I hope we 
•shall keep steadily In mind while this 
particular problem of justice Is being 
'worked out. 


Promises Just Price. 


"Therefore I take the liberty of 


I stating very candidly my own view of 
'the situation and of the principles 
'which should guide both tbe govern- 
ment and the mine owners and man- 
ufacturers ot the country In this cllf- 


matter. 


"A Just price must, of course, be 


ipaid for ^everything the government 
'buys. By a just price I mean a price 
which will sustain the industries con- 
'cerned In a high state of efficiency, 
jprovlde a living for those who con- 
duct them, enable them to pay good 
wages, and make possible the ex- 
pansions of their enterprises which 
'will from time to time become neces- 
sary as the stupendous undertakings 
of ttils great war develop. 


Must Face the Facts. 


"Wo could not wisely or reasonably 


•do less than pay such prices. , They 
•are necessary for the maintenance 
•and development of Industry, and the 
'maintenance and development of in- 
dustry are necessary for the great task 
we have In hand. 


"But I trust that we shall not sur- 


round the matter with a mist of sen- 
•time'nt. Facts are our masters now. 
We ought not to put the acceptance 
of such prices on the ground of patri- 
otism." 


"Patriotism has nothing to do with 


profits in a case like this. Patriotism 


• and profits ought never In tho present 


circumstances be mentioned together. 


"It Is perfectly proper to discuss 


.profits us a matter of business, with a 
view to maintaining the Integrity of 
capital and the efficiency of labor In 
these tragical months, when the lib- 
erty of free men evtrywhero and of 
industry Itself trembles In the bal- 
ance; but It would be absurd to dis- 
cuss them as a motive for helping to 
serve and save our country. 


"Patriotism leaves profits out of the

Axed war freight rates have taken the 
most effective means In their power to 
defeat the armies engaged against Ger- 
many. When they realize this we may, 
I take it for granted, count upon them 
to reconsider the whole matter. It Is 
high time. 
Their extra hazards are 


covered by war risk Insurance. 


Warning Is Sounded. 


"I know, and you know, what re- 


sponse to this great challenge of duty 
and of opportunity the nation will ex- 
pect of you; and I know what re- 
sponse you will make. 


"Those who do not respond, who 


do not respond In the spirit of those 
who have gone to give their lives for 
us on bloody fields far away, may 
safely be left to bo dealt with by 
opinion and the law—for the law must, 
of course, command those things. 


"I am dealing with the matter thus 


publicly and frankly, not because I have 
any doubt or fear as to the result but 
only In order that In all our thinking 
and In all our dealings with one an- 
other we may move In a perfectly clear 
air of mutual understanding. 


Must Have Same Prices. 


"And 
there Is something more that

The number 
recommended by tho war department 
is Just enough to fill the regular army 
to war complement, fill the National 
Guard of the country to war strength 
and provide the levy of 500,000 for the

About 50,000 men are needed to bring 


the regular army to Its full war 
strength. More than 130,000 others aro 
needed for tho National Guard. 


Fill Ranks First 


From official sources it was learned 


that the first men drawn by selective 
draft will be put Into the regular army 
ranks and the National Guard. 


In the lottery of the draft every one 


of the 9,500,000 registered men will 
be drawn, It Was believed In official 
quarters. This will determine the or- 
der of liability for service for all time, 


On the basis of the 687,000 draft,

dead in the United States for the 
period of the war. It went Into oblivion 
on Saturday when the senate voted to 
prohibit use of foods for manufacture 
of distillates and adopted also an 
amendment by Senator Smoot of Utah 
directing the president to commandeer 
all distilled spirits now in bond and to 
pay owners thereof the cost of produc- 
tion plus not more than 10 per cent as 
profit. 


The senate provision would limit 


consumption to stocks In retailers' 
hands or withdrawn before the law 
goes into effect. 
Stocks of distilled 


beverages In bond were estimated at 
between 200,000.000 and 300.000,000 
gallons and the annual normal con- 
sumption at 120,000,000 gallons. 


To purchase this quantity of liquor, 


or what is left of it after withdrawals 
In anticipation of the legislation, It is 
estimated that the government would 
have to spend from $300,000,000 to $1,- 
OOQ.OOO.OOO.. The probable loss In fed- 
eral revenues was placed at 
from 


$200,000,000 to $400,000,000, although 
this as well as the cost of purchase 
would depend entirely on how much 
liquor was withdrawn tax-paid before 
the commandeering.

He Is Liable to Be Called for War 


Service—Plan Is Approved by 


the President. 


Washington, July 13.—Secretary Ba- 


ker announced that in tbe drawing to 
select men for draft into the war army- 
numbers will be drawn representing 
every one of the nearly 10,000,000 reg- 
istered, so that-each man may know 
the order in which he is liable to be 
called for service. 


May Exempt Fifty Per Cent. 


Liability will be fixed by the order In 


which.the.mimes come out. There are 
some 6,000 districts with numbered 
registration cards. KO the first number 
drawn will represent the first 6,000 
men to appear before the exemption 
boards. 


It Is estimated thnt 50 per cent of 


the men examined will be exempted or 
fall to pass the physical examination, 
so that more than a million men prob- 
nbly will'appear before the boards be- 
fore the 687,000 or more wonted on the 
first call are obtained. 


Why Details Were Withheld. 


Persistent Inquiries from all parts of 


the country for Information about the 
method to be followed in selecting men 
for the national war army caused war 
department officials to explain thnt 
President Wilson's determination to 
have absolute fairness govern the proc- 
ess was responsible for the decision 
to withhold announcement of the exact 
plan until the very eve of the drawing. 


The exemption regulations and all 


other moves In the making of the new 
army have received the approval of the 
president personally, and the draft reg- 
ulations also will oome from the White 
House. 


All that Is known now Is thnt the 


drawing will be from serial numbers 
corresponding to numbers on registra- 
tion cards and that It will take place 
In Washington, probably at the cnpltoi. 


Baker to Draw First Number. 


Secretary Baker or some other high 


official will draw the first number ami 
then the process of selection will be 
pushed forward until there Is flashed 
by telegraph to every community In the 
country the numbers of the men drawn. 


It Is understood that the system 


planned is so simple that tbe work will 
be clone In a few hours. 


As soon as the local organizations 


.are complete appointment of the dis- 
trict exemption boards will be an- 
nounced. 


These boards, nne or more In each 


federal judicial llstrict. will pass upon 
appeals from the local bodle-s and will 
have jurisdiction over claims for ex- 
emptions on account of employment In 
Industrial and agricultural or other 
necessary enterprises.

Ing might take place Saturday of this 
week. 


It then became evident that It could 


not be held before next week, and indi- 
cations were that It might be the latter 
part of next week before everything 
was ready. 


One of the-states where there has 


been the most confusion In organiza- 
tion is New York. 


Purpose of Population Estimate. 
The new estimate of population made 


by the census-bureau as a basis for 
the draft, It is explained, is not to be 
taken as a genuine Indication of the 
actual population of cities and com- 
munities. 


In some communities Industrial con- 


ditions have given a city a population 
much greater than it normally has. In 
other cities where industrial activities 
are at low ebb the registration failed 
to show actually-present the number 
•which the census bureau had given. 


Moreover,'oV the object of the esti- 


mates Is to fix a fair basis for estab- 
lishing local.quo'tas. Industrial centers 
with disproportionately large numbers 
of young men subject to draft have 
been'given figures probably consider- 
ably In excess of the number of people 
actually within their borders.

EMBARGO ON U. S. EXPORTS 


President Limits Shipping of Food- 


stuffs—To Be Fair to 


Neutrals. 


Washington. July 10.—President Wil- 


son Issued n proclamation on Monday- 
prohibiting all exports of foodstuffs 
and war materials except under spe- 
cial license. 


In giving out the proclamation, the 


president made the following state- 
ment : 


"In controlling by licence the export, 


of certain Indlfir<<>nsable commodities 
from the United States, the govern- 
ment has first and chiefly in view the 
amelioration of the food conditions 
which have arisen or are likely to arise 
In our own rountry before new crops j 
ore harvested. 


"Not only is the conservation of our 


prime food «nd fodder supplies a mat- 
ter which vitally concerns our own peo- 
ple, but the retention of an adequate 
supply of raw materials Is essential to 
our program of military and naval con- 
struction and the continuance of our 
necessary 
domestic 
activities. 
We 


shall, therefore, similarly safeguard all 
our fundamental supplies. 


"As to neutral nations, however, we 


also recognize our duty. The govern- 
ment does not wish to hamper them. 
On the contrary, It wishes and intends 
by all fair and equitable means, to co- 
operate with them" in their difficult 
task of adding from our available sur- 
pluses to their own domestic supply, 
and of meeting their pressing necessi- 
ties or deficits. 


"In considering the deficits of food 


supplies the government means only 
to fulfill Its obvious obligation to. as- 
sure itself that neutrals are husband- 
ing their own resources and/ that our 
supplies will not become available, 
either directly or Indirectly, to feed 
the enemy." 


Farmers Answer President's Appeal 


for Food for the Allies—Increase 


In Acreage. 


Washington, July. 31.—A 3.000,000,- 


000-bushel crop of corn this year Is 
the answer returned by farmers of the 
United States to President Wilson's 
call for food for America's allies In 
the war. Never before has such a 
crop been grown. 


Wheat remaining on farms July 1 Is 


estimated at 15,750,000 bushels. 


In Its first forecast of corn produc- 


tion this year the department of ag- 
riculture announced that July 1 con- 
ditions forecast a crop of 3,124,000,000 
bushels. 
Sixteen million more acres 


this year were planted to corn than 
last year and the acreage exceeds the 
former area record planted In 1909 
by 13.000,000 acres. 


The wheat crop, responding to bet- 


ter weather conditions during June, 
shows an Increase of about 22,000,000 
bushels in prospect, with a total of 
678,000,000 
bushels, 
or 
33,000,000 


larger than last year's crop, 


A record crop of white potatoes also 


is forecast wirh a production of 452,- 
000,000 bushels. 
That would exceed 


the previous largest crop, grown In 
1912. by 32,000,000 bushels. Prospects 
of the rye crop show a slight decrease 
from the June forecast, but the pro- 
duction will be a record, with a total 
of f>G,l00,000 bushels.

DONNELLY MEASURE VETOED 


Bill-Is Opposed Because Charity Or- 


ganizations Were Not Exempt 


Says the Governor. 


Madison —Gov. Philipp has vetoed 


the Donnelly bill passed by the legis- 
lature, restraining the alienation of 
personal property for a longer period 
than during the time' of the lives of 
two persons in being and twenty-one 
years after their death. The bill pro- 
posed to place the same restraint on 
the change of ownership of personal 
property as is now on real property. 


The measure would, if it became a 


law, tend to restrain the making of 
long-time trusts of personal property. 
The governor in bis veto message said 
that he objected to. the bill because

whether it was valid, as a similar law 
had created in New York state, where

terests Wednesday to put aside every 
selfish consideration and to give their 
aid to the nation as freely as those 
who KO to offer their lives on the but- 
itlefleld. 


In a statement addressed to the coal

"Youi patriotism," said the presi- 


dent's appeal, "Is of the same self-

'France, or it is no patriotism (it all. 
Let us no\cr speak, then, of profits 
and- patriotism In the same sentence 


"I shall expect c\ery man who It not

-Jean win honor who thinks of himself." 


Condemns Ship Owners. 


The president declared there must 


|be but one price for the government 
and for the public. He expressed con- 
ifidence Hint bushier generally would 
|be found loyal to the last degree, and 
that the problem of wartime prices, 
•which he declared will "mean victory 
,or defeat," 
will be solved rightly 


through patriotic co-operntloti. 


In unmeasured terms, however, Mr. 


'Wilson condemned the ship owners of 
the country for maintaining a schedule 
•of ocean freight rates which has 
•placed "almost Insuperable obstacles 
la the path of the government. 


President's Call. 


, The president's statement follows: 


"The government Is about to attempt 


ito determine the prices at which It 
i-wlll ask >ou henceforth to furnish va- 
irious supplies which are necessary for 
Ithe prosecution of the war, and varl- 
tous materials which will he needed In 
the Industries by which the war must 
Ibe sustained. We shall, of course, try 
to determine them Justly and to the 
'best advantage of the nation as a 
•whole; but Justice Is easier to spoak 
of than to arrive at, and there are 
some considerations which I hope we 
ishall keep steadily In mind while this 
[particular problem of Justice Is being 


paid In money, not In the mere 


liberation of tho world. 


"I lulcn It for gninlod that those 


who argue thus do not stop to think 
what that means. 


"Do they moan that you must bo 


paid, must bo bribed, to make your 
contribution, a contribution that costs 
you neither a drop of blood nor a tear, 
when Uie whole world Is In travail and 
men cveiywhere depend upon and call 
to you to bring them out of bondage 
and make the world a tit place to live 
In again, amidst peace and justice? 


Appeals to Honor. 


"Do they mean that you will exact 


a price, drive a bargain, with the men 
who are enduring the, agony of this 
war on tho battlefields, in I he trenches, 
amidst the lurking dangers of the sea. 
or with tho bereaved women and piti- 
ful children, beforo you will come for- 
ward to do your duty ami she some 
part of your life, In easy, peace! ill 
fashion, for tho tilings we are flRht- 
1ns for, tho things wo have pledged 
our fortunes, our lives, nur sacred hon- 
or to vindicate ami defend—liberl \ 
and Justice and fair dealing and the 
peace of nations? 


"Of coin-so you will not. It Is In- 


conceivable. Your patriotism is of the 
same self-denying stuff 
as tho pa- 


triotism of the men dead or maimed 
on the fields of France, or else it Is 
not patriotism at all. 


Full Dollar's Worth. 


"Let us never speak, then, of profits 


and of patriotism In the same sen- 
tence, but tace facts and meet them. 
Let us do sound business, but not In 
the midst of a mist. 


"Many a grievous burden of taxa- 


tion will he laid on this nation, In thH 
generation and In (he next, to pay for 
this war; let us see to It that for 
every dollar that Is tnlcen from the 
people's pockets It shall he possible lo 
obtain a dollar's worth of the sound 
stuff they need. 


"Let me turn for a moment to the 


ship owners of the United States arid 
the other ocean carriers whose ex- 
ample they have followed, anrl

'fleult matter. 


"A Just price must, of course, be 


paid for everything the government 
'buys. By a just price I mean a price 
which TV 111 sustain the Industries con- 
cerned In a high state of efficiency, 
provide a living for those who con- 
duct them, enable them to pay good 
wages, and make possible the ex- 
pansions of their enterprises which 
•will from time to time become neces- 
sary as the stupendous undertakings 
of this great war develop. 


Must Face the Facts. 


"We could not wisely or reasonably 


do less than pay such prices 
They 


aro necessary for the maintenance 
and development of Industry, and tho

ewered the call for regular army and 
National Guard volunteers will have 
relatively fewer men to supply by 
draft than the slacker states. 


Regulations for fixing the quotas of 


each state, Issued by President Wil- 
son today, base the levies on new pop- 
ulation estimates, with deductions for 
haavy enlistments to date, though ex- 
act numbers are yet to be complied. 


California, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, 


Michigan, Montana, Nevada, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, Utah, Nebraska 
and 


Wyoming have filled their regular 
army quotas and consequently will 
profit from deduction. 


In making up quotas, the war de- 


partment will make deductions for the 
strength of the National Guard, and 
the number of guard and nrmy enlist- 
ments since April 1. Provost Marshal 
General Crowder, who Is compiling the 
state quotas, will notify each gover- 
nor of the requisite strength and the 
governor then will have to divide the 
burden on the basis of population be- 
tween counties and cities.

The govern- 
ment does not wish to hamper them. 
On the contrary, It wishes and Intends 
by nil fair nml equitable means, to co- 
operate with thorn In their iltfllcult 
task of nddlnK from our available sur- 
pluses to their own domestic supply, 
and of meeting their pressing necessi- 
ties or deficits 


"In considering the deficits of fond 


supplies the government means onlj 
to fulfill Its obvious obligation to as- 
sure Itself thnt neutrals are husband- 
Ing their own resources and that our 
supplies- w)|| not become available, 
either dlrertlv or Indirectly, to feed 
the enemv "

President's Call. 


. ThP president's statement follows: 


"The government Is about to attempt 


jto determine the prices at which It 
iwill ask yon henceforth to furnish va- 
irlous supplies which are necessary for 
ithe prosecution of the war, and vari- 
ous materials which will he needed in 
<the Industries by which the war must 
Ibe stistnlnrd. We shall, of course, try 
•to determine thorn Justly and to the 
'best advantage of the nation as a 
•whole; but Justice Is easier to speak 
of than to arrive at. and there are 
some considerations which I hope we 
.shall keep steadily in mind while this 
'particular problem ot justice is being 
•worked out. 
Promises Just Price. 


"Therefore I take the liberty of 


1 stating very candidly my own view of 
'the situation and of the principles 
'which .should guide both the govern- 
ment nnd the mlno owners iinJ man- 
ufacturers ot the country in this dif- 
.flcult matter. 
"A Just price must, of course, be 


paid for .everything the government 
:buys. 
By a just price I mean a price 


-which will sustain the industries con- 
cerned In a high state of efficiency, 
provide n living for those who con- 
duct them, enable them to pay good 
wages, and make possible the ex- 
pansions of their enterprises which 
•will from time to time become neces- 
•sary as the stupendous undertakings 
of this great war develop. 


Must Face the Facts. 


"Wo could not wisely or reasonably 


•do less than pay such prices. They 
.are necessary for the maintenance 
and development of Industry, and the 
maintenance and development of in- 
dustry are necessary for the great task 
we have in hand. 
"But I trust that we shall not sur- 


rouc-d the matter with a mist of sen- 
•tlment. Facts are our masters now. 
We ought not to pat the acceptance 
of such prices on the ground of patri- 
otism." 
"Patriotism has nothing to do with 


protlts in a case like this. Patriotism 


• nnd profits ought never la the present 


circumstances be mentioned together. 


"It is perfectly proper to discuss 


profits as a matter of business, with a 
view to maintaining the Integrity of 
capital and the efficiency of labor in 
these- tragical months, when the lib- 
erty of free men everywhere and of 
Industry Itself trembles in the bal- 
ance ; but it would be absurd to dis- 
cuss them us a motive for helping to 
serve and save our country.

Warning Is Sounded. 


"1 know, and you know, what re- 


sponse to this great challenge of duty 
and of opportunity the nation will ex- 
pect of you; and I know what re- 
sponse you will make. 


"Those who do not respond, who 


do not respond In the spirit of those 
who have gone to give their lives for 
us on bloody fields far away, may 
safely be left to be dealt with by 
opinion and the law—for the law must, 
of course, command those things. 


"I am dealing with the matter thus 


publicly and frankly, not because I have 
any doubt or fear as to the result but 
only In order that In all our thinking 
and In all our dealings with one an- 
other we may move in a perfectly clear 
air of mutual understanding. 


Must Have Same Prices. 


"And 
there is something more that 


we must add to our thinking. The 
public is now as much a part of the 
government as are the army and navy 
themselves; the whole people in all 
their activities are now mobilized and 
in service for the accomplishment of 
the nation's task in this war; it Is 
In such circumstances impossible Just 
ly to distinguish between industrial 
purchases made by the government 
nnd industrial purchases made by the 
managers of industries, and It is just 
as much our duty to sustain the indus- 
trials of the country with all the In- 
dustries that contribute to Its life as 
it is to sustain our forces ia the field 
nnd on the sea. 


Think Not of Self.

Begulattons for fixing the quotas of 


each state, issued by President Wil- 
son today, base the levies on new pop- 
ulation estimates, with deductions for 
iaavy enlistments to date, though ex- 
act numbers are yet to be compiled. 


California, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, 


Michigan, Montana, Nevada, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, 
Utah, Nebraska and 


Wyoming have filled their regular 
army quotas and consequently will 
profit from deduction. 
In making up quotas, the war de- 


partment will make deductions for the 
strength of the National Guard, and 
the number of guard and army enlist- 
ments since April 1. Provost Marshal 
General Crowder, who IB compiling the 
state quotas, will notify each gover- 
nor of the requisite strength and the 
governor then will have to divide the 
burden on the basis of population be- 
tween counties and cities.

Bill Is Opposed Because Charity Or- 


ganizations Were Not Exempt 


Says the Governor. 


Madison —Gov. Phllipp has vetoed 


tho Donnelly bill passed by the legis- 
lature, restraining the alienation of 
personal property for a longer period 
than during the time of the lives of 
two persons In being and twenty-one 
years after their death. The bill pro- 
posed lo place the same restraint on 
the change of ownership of persona! 
properly as Is now on real property. 


The measure would, If it became a 


law, tend to restrain tho making of 
long-time trusts of personal property. 
The governor In his veto message .said 
that he objected to tho bill because 
charitable 
institutions and associa- 


tions were not exempted from its pro- 
visions, and because it would lend lo 
create much litigation to determine 
whether it was valid, as a bimilar law 
had created In New York state, where 
litigants spent more than $1,000,000 in 
fighting it in tho courts and it was 
still an open question aa to tho right 
of the stale to enact a law containing 
such harsh restrictions as did the 
Donnelly bill.

Madison — Gov. Phllipp has signed 


the bill granting aid for dependent 
children. This Is a revision of the 
present law on the statute book*. 
Under tho terms of the new lav, any 
judge of a juvenile -court or a county 
judge may cause an investigation to 
bo mado lo determine whether a child 
Is/dependent. To assist in making in- 
vestigations, and examinations the 
judge of tho juvenile court may ap- 
point a board of child welfare for his 
county to consist of three members. 


There must be one or more children 


living with or dependent upon tha 
mother or grandparents or person hav- 
ing tho care and custody of such, chil- 
dren, ono or more of whom shall ^to« 
under (he age of 14 years or between 
tho ages of 14 and 1C and unable to 
work. 
The mother or grandparenU' 


or aucU oilier person must have r*-i 
sided in this state one year and In 
the county in which application is, 
made for aid six months prior to the 
date of such application. The pres- 
ent law provides that aid may bo 
granted to a mother divorced train. 
her husband. 
Such deserted or di-j 


vorccd mother need not show thati 
she has used nil provisions of law to- 
enforce support. 


The aid granted shall not exceed 


$15 a month for the first child and 
$10 a month for each additional child 
and in no case shall any family re- 
ceive more than $40 per month, except 
in Milwaukee, where the- maximum 
family aid may be $50.

E. L. Philipp will sign 
the fish and game bill, members of the 
Wisconsin Fishermen's Protective as- 
sociation, in Ji special meeting, signed 
a petition, calling upon the governor 
to allow consideration, at a special 
session of the legislature, of amend- 
ments In the bill that are detrimental 
to the Green Bay fishing Industry. 
The fishermen are sure the governor 
will approve the bill, but they have 
hopes of knocking out two amend-, 
nicnts if a special session Is held by 
Die legislature.

State Council of Defense Will A«k 


Washington for Immediate Action. 


Shipments Below Normal. 


Madison—The state council of de- 


fense will continue its efforts to help 
force down the price of coal, that 
subject being one of the important 
ones considered at the weekly con- 
ference. 
Not only must the, price be reduced 


but there Is great danger of a. coal 
famine if present conditions prevail. 
Unless there is a speedy remedy ap- 
plied the people of the northwest, es- 
pecially of the region around Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas which is sup- 
plied through Wisconsin distribution 
points, will suffer greatly during the 
coming winter. 
The point is made now that while
